N MONDAY, April 16th, I was to make my first 
address to Congress as President. I hoped it 
would go well. I entered the House chamber at 
1:02 P.M.; and was greeted by a standing ovation 
which I knew to be a tribute to the office of the Pres- 
ident. Those who filled the galleries had also risen. 
I looked up and caught a glimpse of Mrs. Truman 
and Margaret. 

For me it was a very stirring moment. I was so 
affected that I completely forgot an important bit of 
protocol. 

“Mr. Speaker,’ I began. 

Rayburn, who was with Senator McKellar on the rostrum 
just behind me, interrupted me at once. 

“Just a minute, Harry,” he whispered as he leaned to- 
ward me. “Let me introduce you.” 

He spoke softly, but the microphones that stood before 
me had been turned on, and he was heard all over the cham- 
ber and all over the country over the radio networks. Then 
he straightened up: 

“The President of the United States,” he said in his full 
voice. 

I had now been introduced, and so I went ahead. 


Pledge to Carry Out Roosevelt Policies. 

I pledged myself to carry out the war and peace policies 
of Franklin Roosevelt, and IJ made it clear that I would work 
for the peace and security of the world. I asked for public 
support for a strong and lasting United Nations organization. 
I called upon all Americans to help me keep our nation 
united in defense of those ideals which had been so eloquen- 
ly proclaimed by Roosevelt. 

There were many indications of approval of what I said. 
I was applauded frequently, and when I reaffirmed the policy 
of unconditional surrender, the chamber rose to its feet. 

I returned to the White House, and with Steve Early 
and Bill Hassett, two of my able Secretaries, I tackled an- 
other batch of accumulated work. Also, I was advised that 
Blair House had been readied for us and that we could move 
in that evening. Mrs. Truman, her mother Mrs. David W. 
Wallace, and Margaret were already moving out of the Con- 
necticut Avenue apartment. Since Blair, House is directly 
opposite the old State Department Building and little more 
than diagonally across Pennsylvania Avenue from the White 
House, I decided I would go and come on foot, little realiz- 
ing what security precautions would be required on that 
short walk.

At 10:30 a.m. on April 17, 1945, I held my first press and 
radio conference. . 

It is often helpful for a President to judge, from questions 
put to him by the reporters, what is going on in the minds of 
the people. Good reporters are always in close touch with 
developments and with what the people want to know. I have 
always made a sharp distinction between the working reporter 
and the editor or publisher. I always got along well with the 
reporters. They try to do an honest job of reporting the facts. | 
But many of their bosses—the editors and publishers—have 
their own special interests, and the news is often slanted to 
serve those interests which, unfortunately, are not always for 
the benefit of the public as a whole. 

Important as I knew the White House press conferences to 
be, I felt compelled to announce that I would cut them to one 
a week. I did this so as to be able to devote more of my time 
‘to the heavy load of business my office had to handle. I needed 
‘time to keep up with the mounting developments on the home- 
front and elsewhere in the world. I decided also to continue 
the practice established by my predecessor of barring direct 
quotation of my replies and comments while permitting indirect 
quotation. The idea of a press conference is to find out what 
the President thinks about pending matters, but it must be 
obvious that he should not be quoted directly on every question. 
That could often change an answer from an expression of | 
opinion to a final commitment. This would serve no useful 
purpose, for in order to avoid commitment on matters still 
pending, the President would be reluctant to answer or even | 
to suggest a clue that might reveal his line of thought. | 
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Answers to Reporter’s Questions. | 

At the time my first press conference was held I had been 
President less than five days. It was the first opportunity the 
reporters and White House correspondents had to question me. 

I told them I favored the international monétary program 
that had been sent to Congress by President Roosevelt, and 
that I favored the Reciprocal Trade Agreements program as 
well. 

I was asked what I thought of the proposed Missouri Valley 
‘Authority, and I referred my questioner to a speech I had 
given on the subject.

Perryville Accused 
of Embezzlement of 
$16,967.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 29 
—Arrest of Pius G. Unterreiner 
of Perryville, former deputy 
collector there for the State 
Department of Revenue, on & 
charge of embezzlement of $16,- 

in state funds was an- 
nounced today by Gov. Phil M 
Donnelly. 

Prosecuting Attorney Francis 
Toohey Jr. of Perry county, who 
filed ‘the information against 
Unterreiner last night, told the 
Post-Dispatch Unterreiner was 
in jail today on the charge, 
pending furnishing of bail bond, 
fixed at $18,000. 

Existence of the shortage in 
the Perryville branch office for 
collecting of state motor vehicle 
license fees and other state 
fees, and dismissal of Unter- 
reiner as deputy collector there, 
was disclosed last July, but no 
charges had been filed hereto- 
fore. 

Inquiry Since April. 

An investigation has been 
under way since last April by 
Attorney General John M. 
Dalton, Prosecuting Attorney 
Toohey and the State Highway 
Patrol. Unterreiner,. who oper- 
ates a restaurant in Perryville, 
was arrested last night by high- 
way patrolmen, Donnelly said. 

Gov. Donnelly declined to 
confirm reports that investiga- 
tions into handling of state tax 
collections were under way at 
two other points. He said he 
“might have heard by the grape- 
vine” but would not verify that 
the patrol was making other 
inquiries for him. 

Prosecuting Attorney Toohey 
said the alleged shortage at 
Perryville involved state motor 
vehicle and driver’s license 
funds, and other fees collected 
for the state in the Perryville 
branch office, which had been 
headed by Unterreiner since 
December 1953. 

Disclosure in Audits. . 

He said two audits disclased 
that reports on colléttions made 
by Unterreiner to the State 
Department of Revenue were 
$16,967 greater than the amount 
of cash turned over to the 
department by Unterreiner. 

Duplicate deposit slips cover- 
ing cash deposits of the branch 
office collections in a Perry- 
ville bank did not coincide 
with the reports of revenue 
collected, the prosecutor said. 

Alleged embezzlement of 
funds covered a period of about 
a year before the Perryville 
branch office was closed by the 
Department of Revenue last | 
April 28, Toohey said. | 

After disclosure of the al-| 
leged shortage last July, Unter- | 
reiner told a Post-Dispatch re- | 
porter he knew nothing about | 
it, and refused to answer any | 
questions.

As to Cyprus 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your recent editorial justifying 
the continuation of colonialism in 
Cyprus because any change would 
“endanger . .. the grand alliance 
of the West” shows that anti-Soviet- 
tsm can carry a paper like the Post- 
Dispatch into the camp of the sup- 
porters of imperialism. 

The logic of your reasoning on 
Cyprus would have you support the 
suppression of freedom movements 
in colonial countries wherever this 
might endanger the “grand alliance 
of the West.” 

And since England, France, Hol- 
land, etc., are part of this “grand 
alliance,” the logic of your argument 
on Cyprus would commit your paper 
to support the status quo in the 
colonial world. 

Take Cyprus for example. From 
58 B.C. until 395 A.D. it was a Ro- 
man province. Then it passed into 
the hands of the Byzantine emperors. 
For a time it was under Venetian 
rule and in 1571 was conquered by 
the Turks and ruled by the Ottaman 
Empire for 300 years. It was during 
this time that the present island’s 
18 per cent minority Turkish pop- 
ulation originated. 

Great Britain seized Cyprus after 
the Russo-Turkish War of 1877-78 
which seizure was made official by 
the Treaty of Lausanne on July 24, 
1925. 

Cypriots have always opposed for- 
eign rule and have carried on their 
efforts to win their independence as 
citizens of Greece. They are now 
petitioning the U.N. to recognize 
their independence. It may be all 
right for Mr. Dulles, but it ill be- 
hooves the Post-Dispatch to oppose 
this just claim.

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Where Are They? 

Communist authorities in Poland say that 
Cardinal Wyszynski is about to be released. 
According to Warsaw sources the Roman Catho- 
lic primate of Poland has been confined in a 
secluded monastery for two years. It will be 
time enough to record the release of Cardinal 
Wyszynski when he is again generally seen and 
goes about his duties as archbishop. For it 
will be remembered that just before the Big 
Four summit conference in Geneva, word went 
out from Hungary that Cardinal Mindszenty was 
being released. Some reports even said he was 
then free. Yet no authoritative information 
about the Hungarian prelate has penetrated the 
Iron Curtain. If the Communists really intend 
to release these churchmen, why do they not 
release them and say where and when they may 
be seen and talked to? 
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Stoking the Middle East Fires 

Although the cauldron of the unsettled Middle 
East is not yet bubbling, there is fuel enough 
to send the flames leaping as a result of the 
Egyptian Government’s arrangement to buy 
arms from behind the Iron Curtain. Premier 
Nasser must have known this even as he pro- 
claimed the agreement with Czechoslovakia as 
Egypt's guarantee against aggression. 

As a result of the deal for heavy armament 
from Soviet Russia’s satellite, the West is greatly 
worried. Britain must be questioning the wisdom 
of her decision two years ago when she began 
pulling troops out in an evacuation of the Suez 
Canal Zone. France, suspicious over indications 
that Egypt has been stirring up anti-French 
sentiment in Algeria, Tunisia and Morocco, will 
be more suspicious of a stronger Egypt. The 
United States, long fearful of Communist infil- 
tration throughout the Middle East, now sees 
Moscow about to gain a strong foothold for 
unlimited trouble-making. 

Israel, still nervously on the qui vive follow- 
ing the bloody Gaza skirmishes with Egypt a 
month ago, may be expected to take great alarm. 
Surrounded by enemies and strung out in 2 
dumbbell shape, 350 miles long with a mere 
10-mile-wide waist between the big knobs at 
each end, she lies in a highly vulnerable position. 

The worst that could happen would be the 
flaring up of tempers leading to war. And as 
matters now stand they are-bad enough with 
the arms deal giving the Communists an entree 
that they have not had in Egypt. The supplying 
of Iron Curtain weapons means that weapons 
technicians and military advisers from behind 
the Iron Curtain will swarm into Egypt. 

As a way out, there is the chance that Secre- 
tary of State Dulles’s proposal of a month ago 
could be successfully renewed now. He promised 
that if Israel and the Arab states would agree 
on firm boundaries, the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion would guarantee them and help with the 
economic and refugee problems. 

Since Premier Nasser asserts he -is interested 
in big-scale rearmament only as a guarantee of 
safety from aggression, the Dulles proposal 
would give him even better safety than he pro- 
fesses to see in the deal with Czechoslovakia. 
He would do better to accept that proposal than 
to open his country to the flocks of Communist 
agents who will accompany the arms orders. 

Israel, faced with hostile neighbors and an 
arms race, certainly should see the wisdom of 
Mr. Dulles’s proposal. If Mr. Dulles will renew 
his proposal it may be that the world will have 
the satisfaction of seeing it accepted and a.war 


is that the President is making good progress 
in the wake of his heart attack last Friday. He 
is spending less time under oxygen, he is eating 
and he is getting along without narcotics. 

All this is the best of news. The country has 
a mighty warm spot in its heart for Dwight D. 
Eisenhower and its first thought for him on 
Saturday was that he might recover fully and 
as.soon as possible. Apparently the prospects 
grow better by the day. The people may now 
reasonably look forward to a period of con- 
valescence for Mr. Eisenhower in which danger 
will be no immediate threat if he follows—as he 
undoubtedly will—the best medical advice. 

Among the countless messages that have gone 
to the President that from Marshal Zhukov, 
the President’s wartime soldier friend, stands 
out. Said the Soviet Defense Minister: 


Having been on vacation from Moscow, I 
just now learned of your illness and re- 
ceived this news with deepest feelings of 
sorrow. With all our hearts, my family and 
lL wish you a speedy recovery and a long life. 
Here is one subject on which a high official 

of the Kremlin and the American people can 
agree without reservation of any kind. Indirectly 
this situation may turn out to be a contribution 
to peace and if it is, that should be a consoling 
thought fo the convalescent in Denver.

Old prints of the St. Louis levee show the 
gingerbread steamboats packed along the wharf.

Hog producers will be encouraged by 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson's state- 
ment that he has ordered action “to im- 
prove the hog price situation.” 

However, the action contemplated ap- 
pears to be for the Government to buy 
pork for school lunch and welfare dis- 
tribution, and it is doubtfu]. that enough 
can be done in this way to materially 
help hog producers during the coming 
heavy marketing season. 

Marketings of nogs during the rest 
of this year probably will be 10 to 12 
per cent larger than 
in the same period 
a year ago, accord- 
ing to the Depart- 
ment of Agricul- 
ture. It would take 
government pur- 
chases of pork far 
above the amount 
which could be dis- 
tributed through 
school lunch and 
welfare programs to 
appreciably raise 
hog prices. 

This would re- 
quire heavy storage 
of pork and the risk 
of considerable waste. It would be an 
administrative nightmare. 

We think Secretary Benson is well 
advised to steer clear of such a pork- 
buying operation. He is now waiting for 
advice from a hog industry committee 
before deciding what to do. 


The sensible alternative to pork buy- 
ing by the Government is not now avail- 
able to the Secretary of Agriculture. 
This would be a direct payment to hog 
producers. The Government could pay 
this subsidy to meat packing compa- 
nies which could in turn pass it along 
to farmers. 


Meat prices would be allowed to seek 
their own level in the market so that 
the meat would all be consumed and 
excessive storage would not be built up. 


But it would take action by Congress 
to make such a program possible. Leg- 
islation permitting such payments was 
on ‘the books in the Hope-Aiken act of

1948. It was later removed—at least the 
law was changed so that the authority 
for direct payments is now ambiguous. 

Neither former Secretary Brannan 
nor Secretary Benson has been willing 
to undertake direct payments without 
further authorization from Congress. 

Such authority has been granted and 
is being used in the case of wool. Is 
there any good reason why this method 
of support should not be available to 
hog producers? So long as the decision 
has been made to protect hog raisers 
against a severe decline in prices, why 
not use the most economical method? 

Secretary Benson and his Democratic 
opponents are busy charging each other 
with blame for the drop in prices of 
farm products during the last several 
years. The real “villain” is not the 
Democratic party nor the Republican 
party but the tendency of farm produc- 
tion to grow faster than consumer de- 
mand and exports. 

This brilliant production performance 
of American farmers is a “villain” only 
because ways have not been found to let 
farmers benefit fully from their own 
productivity.. The American consuming 
publie has received the lion’s share of 
the benefit from agriculture’s splendid 
production in recent years. Food is 
cheaper in relation to consumers’ in- 
comes than ever before. 


But farmers are in trouble. Their 
prices continue to drift downward while 
costs remain high. Larger total food 
production means less net income for 
farmers. 


The long run solution to this problem, 
of course, is for farm families to leave 
farming and move to the cities. They 
are doing this at a rapid rate—but not 
fast enough to offset the drop in net 
farm,income. And this kind of adjust- 
ment.is not an easy or a cheap adjust- 
ment for farm people to make. 


Society as a whole has an obligation 
to shield farm families from bearing the 
whole burden of this necessary adjust- 
ment. Agriculture should not have to 
pay a penalty for doing a superb pro- 
duction job. Productivity should be a 
blessing not a curse. 


Is British Baseball Cricket?

There’s a new wrinkle—or should we 
say crease?—in Anglo-American rela- 
tions. English boys can make better 
baseball players than American boys! 
Not only can, but in Britain's “Little 
League” they have. 

This British edition of the Little 
League is mainly composed of sons of 
American G.I.s stationed in. Britain. 
Among the league’s teams is. one made 
up of English boys. It is sponsored by 
an American squadron. And this team, 
say reports from England, dominates 
the league, finding baseball even more 
to its members’ taste than cricket. 

Probably the first reaction of Amer- 
icans to this will be that it shouldn't 
happen: to baseball. But, as every 
Briton knows, it is part of the price of 
world leadership to have one’s national 


pastimes taken over and sometimes im- 
proved upon by other peoples. With 
a quarter of the world and several races 
playing cricket, Britons have got used 
to the idea that a prideful sense of na- 
tional superiority often goeth before an 
“over” is over. ’ 

Just as cricket has proved a success- 
ful missionary for British ways of life, 
so it appears baseball is winning new 
friends for American ways. It may be 
disconcerting to Americans to see their 
national game so easily mastered by 
youngsters who seemed to have no more 
brilliant future than to grow up into 
white-flanneled batsmen and bowlers. 
But surely they will find some recom- 
pense in hearing these potential young 
cricketers declaring that baseball is the 
better game! 


Atom and the Workaday World

The Franklin Institute laborateries, at 
the request of the city, thé Philadel 
Electric Co. and the Philadelphia Gas 
Works division of the United Gas Im- 
provement Co., have been éxperiment- 
ing with a method for tracking down 
weak spots in subsurface sewers and 
pipes by measuring the strength of im- 
pulses from radioactive material passed 
through them. If the weak spots can 
be thus discovered, it will be possible 


to make repairs to forestall cave-ins or 
gas explosions. 

The new job fs not as dramatic as a 
bomb, nor as revolutionary as an atomic 
power station. But even the atom, it 
seems, will have to accept the fact that 
life is not all fireworks and excitement. 
There are dull but important jobs to be 
done in the sewers, too, and the atom 
might as well begin shouldering its 
share of the dirty work.

Bruce A. Campbell, attorney 
and prominent Democratic lead- 
er in St. Clair county for many 
years, died today in a hospital 
at Phoenix, Ariz.

PREDICTS SEWER 
CHARGE DECLINE 
NN LATER YEAR 


Metropolitan District Di- 
rector Cites Expense 
of Machinery, De- 
ferred Upkeep. 


A proposed residential sewer 
service charge of $6 to provide 
the Metropolitan St. Louis 
Sewer District with operating 
revenue for its first year of 
full ‘operation would probably 
decrease in future years, Wil- 
liam Q. Kehr, executive direc- 
tor of the district, said yester- 
day. 

He said initial expenses of 
the sewer district would be high 
because trucks and other equip- 
ment must be purchased and 
maintenance work which has 
been deferred by St. Louis and 
St. Louis county sewer authori- 
ties must be done. 

A report proposing the $6 
serivce charge for city and 
county residents, submitted to 
the sewer district by an engi- 
neering firm, noted that the 
city of St. Louis has deferred 
maintenance work amounting to 
about $1,500,000. The report in- 
dicated deferred maintenance 
in the county would be about 
or nearly 
$400,000. 

First-Year Budget. 

A first-year operating Budget, 
the engineers, 
listed $200,000 for work on de- 
ferred maintenance in the city 
and $50,000 in the county. 


Kehr said it would be mis- | 


leading to compare the proposed 
first-year expenses of $2,139,000 
for the sewer district with the 
sewer costs presently listed by 
St. Louis and county municipali- 
ties. 

The engineers’ report said the 
district should spend $625,000 


for regular sewer maintenance 


in the city and $220,000 in the 
county, for a total of $845,000. 

Available figures show that 
$664,467 was spént for regular 
sewer maintenance in 1954, in- 
cluding $548,905 for St. Louis. 
However, the total does not in- 


clude a substantial portion of 


the county, and also excludes 
such items as. administrative 
costs and engineering and legal 
fees, Kehr said. 

Cost $972 a Mile. 

The engineering study, pre- 
pared by the Chicago firm of 
Alvord, Burdick .& Howson, 
said the sewer district’s cost 


i 3 per mile of sewer would be $972. 


In Chicago, the report said, the 
cost is $700 per mile. 

However, it said that many 
costs properly chargeable to 
sewers are borne by the city 
of Chicago, 
removed from the St. 
sewer district budget, the cost 
per mile here would be $665, 
the report said.

Prince Abdul Rahman. accepted 
a Communist proposal today 
for a meeting to discuss the 
amnesty offered Malaya’s Red 
jungle guerrillas. 

In a statement Rahman said 
he is ready to meet Chin Peng, 
secretary general of the Ma- 
layan Communist party, to clar- 
ify terms of the recently of- 
fered amnesty. 

Such a meeting would be the 
first between a high govern- 
ment official and a member of 
the Communist command since 
the Reds began their guerrilla 
war seven years ago.

NATO NOY READY 
TO ROUT ATTACK,

roasts, I have since learned, 
have become almost a glut on 
the market. In the case of veni- 
son, it appears to be the old 
story of a thing being precious 
just because it was rare. For 
many years, after the pioneer 
era faded into history, the deer 
threatened to fade along with 
it, and a venison steak was as 
hard to come by as a bow! of 
bird-nest soup. 

But the deer have been re- 
stored in many states, and while 
not every hunter gets his deer, 
enough of them do to make deer 
meat fairly common. Venison 
used to conjure up images in 
people’s minds of something not 
only rare but delicious beyond 
words. Then they got some 
deer meat. 

The Little Woman, confronted 
with some venison chops, tossed 
them in the skillet and served 
them up with high hopes. In 
many cases the hopes were 
quickly dashed to earth, for sev- 
eral reasons. One of them is 
that deer meat is neither better 
nor worse than a lot of other 
meats, and the other is that it 
does require some _ special 
knowledge and treatment. Even 
then some people don’t like 
deer meat, but then, some peo- 
ple have been known to pass up 
a thick steak. for a can of sar- 
dines.

generously with salt and let it 
sit for 10 or 15 minutes.

When it’s browned, turn 
the heat down to 350 and toss 
in a half dozen stalks of celery 
and a bunch of peeled carrots.

At this point pull it out of 
the oven and with the flour 
sifter cover the whole roast, 
lightly, with flour.

clove of garlic in it. When the 
oil is sizzling hot, remove the 
garlic and put in the steaks. 
Saute them until both sides are 
brown, and then season them 
with salt and paprika. 


Then add gradually, stirring 
all the time, a fourth of a cup 
of dry sherry, a third of a cup 
of thick cream, one and a half 
tablespoons of currant jelly, 
and two tablespoons of butter. 
Let it cook until it is heated 
through and well blended. 

What about marination? It 
depends on the age of your an- 
imal. Meat of a young deer 
doesn’t require it. But if your 
animal was getting along in 
years, the meat should be mar- 
inated, particularly the haunch. 
For a roast saddle of venison, 
make a marinade of two cups 
of red witie, a half cup of salad 
oil, two cups of water, two thin- 
ly sliced onions, a thinly sliced 
carrot, six sprigs of parsley, two 
celery tops, a half teaspoon of 
cracked peppercorn, two tea- 
spoons of salt, two crushed bay 
leaves, a half teaspoon of thyme 
and three crushed juniper ber- 
ries. Bring it to a boil, let it 
simmer five minutes and then 
cool it before using it. The 
saddle should stay in the mari- 
nade 24 hours, turning every 
six hours or so. 

For a venison pot roast, make 
a marinade of three tablespoons 
of olive oil, a minced clove of 
gaflic, a _ sliced onion, two 
chopped stalks of celery, ‘two 
sliced carrots, two lemons, four 
springs of parsley, two bay 
leaves, eight whole peppercorns 
and a quart of water. Heat the 
oil, saute the vegetables for 10 
minutes slowly, squeeze the 
lemons and cut the peel in 
strips, and then put everything 
in a pan and simmer it for 30 
minutes. 

This marinade is also good 
for venison steaks and chops.

LAUNCHED BY the Unitarian Church in 1940 to help 
refugees from the Hitler regime, the program since has 
become non-sectarian and has expanded to send clothing 
to Spanish refugees in the south of France; establish a 


neighborhood house in Bremen, Germany; set up a camp ’ 


for emotionally disturbed boys near Boston, Mass.; conduct 
a public health program in Liberia, and revamp the educa- 
tional set-up in Cambodia; send medical and scientific 
missions to Germany, Japan, France and India. 


“These aren’t permanent or even long-term projects,” 
said Dr. Glick. “We aren’t a giant agency by any means 
and we couldn’t possibly take on huge relief programs. 
What we try to do is to step in and meet the specific need 
of the people—whether that need is for public heaith or 
education or, perhaps, recreation—but we never do so 
unless we're specifically invited. We don’t impose our pro- 
grams on anyone.” 
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AN IMPORTANT FACET .of the program, he pointed 
out, is the training of native leadership so that when the 
agency withdraws, the people themselves will be prepared 
to carry on the work. 


Related to this is the “specialty team” project which 
sends skilled professional persons throughout the world to 
present lectures or work with the people in raising educa- 
tional, health or other standards. Among physicians who 
have lectured to medical students of other countries under 
the committee's sponsorship are three from the Washing- 
ton University School of Medicine: Dr. Robert Elman, 
professor of clinical surgery; Dr. Lauren V. Ackerman, pro- 
fessor of pathology, and Dr. Willard M. Allen, head of the 
‘department of obstetrics and gynecology. 


“This is the kind of ‘religion’ we are taking these 
people,” said Dr. Glick. “Perhaps the unique feature of 
sour missionafy program is our scrupulous policy of no 
interest whatsoever in the religious beliefs of those whom 


,we seek to help. 
; “In fact, we aren’t concerned with their form of govern- 


,mient. Just so long as there Is a need, we want to be there 
‘to try to help it. We don’t preach sermons and we don’t 
try to impose our theories of democracy on them. We hope 
they will learn about democracy and respect it because of 
,.what we do.” 
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ONE OF THE COMMITTEE’S major missionary proj- 
ects is right on the edge of the sprawling Navajo reserva- 
tion in New Mexico and Arizona. In Gallup, N.M., dividing 
the white man’s civilization from the tribal community, the 
committee has become the operating agent of the Govern- 
ment-built Indian Community Center. 


“Our purpose isn't at all to stamp out the rich beauty 
of the Navajo civilization,” said Dr. Glick. “In fact, our 
workers would be the first to hope that fhe tribal heritage 
could carry on, but the fact is that the Navajos are step- 
ping into the white man’s way of life and we want to ease 
the process of integration. 


“We understand and appreciate their reluctance to part 
with their own unique culture, but we believe that they 
need not lose that culture even though they take advantage 
of better educational facilities for their children, and learn 
more of home economics, child care and sanitation. 


“Some of the Navajo children have never had a 
shower, so they're learning cleanliness in our Community 
Center. The adults frequently bring their family or legal 
problems to the workers. 


“But this isn’t altogether an Indian center. It's also 
for the white people and we are seeking to develop an 
integrated program and merge the interests of these two 
races. We feel such a program helps blunt the edge of dif- 
ference between the two and makes it that much easier 
for the Navajo to gain much from the white man’s way of 
life without losing the beauty of his own Indian heritage. 


“One reason we have centered our interest there is 
the tremendous growth of the Navajo tribe. Eighty years 
ago there were only 6000. Today, there are 80,000 Navajos 
and they constitute the fastest-growing segment of the 
American population despite shockingly high infant 
mortality. 

“You can't call it a vanishing race anymore.”

The Army's Health Detectives Here 


Medical Laboratory in St. Louis Tracks Down, Identifies Diseases for 13-State

GROUP of soldiers at Fort 
A Leonara Wood complains of 

sore throat, the wife of a 
sergeant in Nebraska wonders 
if she’s going to have a baby, 
the child of an overseas service- 
man has a possible case of po- 
lio, or—as happened recently— 
a colonel is bitten by his pet 


i hamster. 


In any of these and many 
other situations, ranging from 
such minor distress as skin rash 
or sniffly nose to poisoning or 
drug addiction, the Fifth Army 
Area Medical Laboratory here 
in St. Louis goes to work. 

Probably many St. Louisans 
have entered the building at 
Twelfth and Spruce streets to 
visit other military offices or 
the radio station there and nev- 
er dreamed that a well equipped 
scientific set-up complete with 
white mice exists on the sev- 
enth floor. There Lt. Col. Rob- 
ert L. Cavenaugh directs refer- 
ence, research and consulting 
operations which serve the 
Army and Air Force in the 13 
north-central states comprising 
the Fifth Army Area. 

“Our laboratory is similar to 
that maintained by many hos- 
pitals in this area,” Col. Cave- 
naugh explains, “although it’s 
probable that our activities are 
much more diversified. We re- 
ceive letters and specimens 
from all Army and Air Force 
stations in our area concerning 
those cases too complicated for 
them to handle. , 

“It's a pretty efficient set-up, 
an economical way of Army or- 
ganization which concentrates 
specialists in a central location.” 

In addition to its medical 
function, the laboratory serves 
training and _ testing 

Students from the 


technician refresher courses, 
and the proficiency of the vari- 
ous laboratories in the area are 
tested and inspected. Col. 
Cavenaugh makes four trips 
a year, north, south, east and 
west, to keep up with the large 
area. He has no idea how 
many men are stationed in this 


area; that’s a military secret. 
“All I have to know,” he 
says, “is how many patients 


are in hospitals and why they're 


there.” 
0 invites the chiefs of all St. 
Louis hospital laboratories, 
technicians and interested mili- 
tary personnel to a demonstra- 
tion and birthday party. This 
Saturday will mark the third 
birthday of the laboratory and 
will be the occasion for an open 
house.

—and Rocky Mountain spotted 
fever in Colorado.”

Other activities are carried 
on in the bacteriology room, in 
the immunology laboratory, 
which tests for syphilis and fe- 
brile diseases, mainly typhus, 
Two essential departments are 
the stock room and the glass- 
ware cleaning department, pre- 
sided over by Mozella Winston, 
first employe to be hired for 
the laboratory, for cleaning the 
glassware with distilled water 
precedes all other work. The 
stock room houses rabbits, gui- 
nea pigs, used for tuberculosis 
tests, white mice, used for tu- 
mor and rabies tests, and cages 
of flies being tested for resist- 
ance to DDT and other insec- 
ticides. 


On the day we visited the 
laboratory, there was great in- 
terest in whether or not a cer- 
tain guinea pig would develop 
rabies. This research was 
brought about when a hamster, 
a pet owned by an Army colonel 
in another city, bit the colonet 
and then died. There was some 
joking—unofficial, of course— 
as to whether the diagnosis 
should be, “death due to biting 
colonel” — but the laboratory 
tested for rabies so that they 
might notify the colonel wheth- 
er or not he should begin treat- 
ment for the disease.

If we don’t want to remove 
the old paint we can get rid of 
the loose and peeling stuff with 
a scraper and then level things 
off with a thin coat of spackle. 
The spackle is applied over 
the entire surface and then 
smoothed out with a rubber 
squee-gee such as window wash- 
ers use. The spackle will fill 
all the voids and if carefully 
applied will produce a pretty 
fair surface for paint. 


If this operation seems like 
too much effort we have a final 
choice and that’s based on the 
sound assumption that if you 
can’t beat 'em join ‘em. What 
we do is to apply textured or 
plastic paint to the wall or ceil- 
ing so that we end up with a 
textured surface. The textured 
or plastic paint is heavy enough 
to fill in the cracks and bad 
spots in the old paint on the 
plaster,
